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Per  capita  consump- 
tion of  broilers,  beef,  and 
veal  increased  steadily 
from  1959  until  this  year. 
Pork  consumption  declined 
slightly  during  the  period. 
This  year  we  may  see 
further  Increases  In  beef, 
and  pork  consumption,  with 
per  capita  consumption  of 
broilers  about-steady.

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SUMMARY* 


Efigs 

Egg  output  in  the  first  half  of  1968 
was  near  the  record  for  the  period.  How- 
ever, the  production  rate  eased  below  year- 
earlier  levels  in  May  and  has  continued 
below  since  that  time. 

Egg  prices  to  farmers  averaged  29.6 
cents  in  the  first  half— about  2  cents  per 
dozen  below  the  first  half  of  1967.  As  pro- 
duction dropped,  prices  improved  sharply— 
from  30,3  cents  per  dozen  in  June  to  34.1 
cents  in  August,  A  USDA  purchase  program 
for  scrambled  egg  mix  gave  an  added  stimulus 
to  egg  prices  by  removing  a  portion  of  the 
table  egg  supply  from  marketing  channels. 

Reflecting  reduced  supplies,  egg  prices 
to  producers  during  the  rest  of  the  year  are 
expected  to  average  significantly  higher  than 
the  30,4  cents  per  dozen  during  the  last  half 
of  1967. 

With  a  14  percent  cut  in  the  number 
of  layer  replacements  hatched  in  the  first 
half  of  1968,  fewer  pullets  will  be  available 
for  addition  to  the  flock  in  the  second  half. 
This  cutback  will  reduce  the  size  of  the 
laying  flock  and  may  possibly  lower  fourth 
quarter  egg  production  2  to  4  percent  from 
a  year  earlier.  Higher  egg  prices  and  an 
improved  cost-price  relationship  is  expected 


to  induce  producers  to  start  around  12  percent 
more  pullets  in  the  last  half  of  1968  than 
in  the  same  period  of  1967. 

Broilers 

Broiler  meat  production  in  the  first 
half  of  1968  was  1  percent  under  year-earlier 
levels.  With  stronger  demand  for  poultry 
and  red  meats,  wholesale  ready-to-cook 
broiler  prices  in  9  cities  averaged  27.4 
cents  per  pound— up  1.6  cents  per  pound  from 
a  year  earlier. 

Broiler  production  in  the  second  half 
of   this  year  is  expected  to  average  about 
2   to   4   percent  above  last  year.  Because  . 
of  larger  supplies  of  broilers  and  competing  S 
red  meats,  broiler  prices  are  expected  to 
weaken   in   coming   months.    However,  with 
continued  strong  demand  for  poultry  and  red 
meat,    they   will  likely  average  moderately 
above   last   year's   second   half  average  of  i|: 
24,4  cents  per  pound. 

Turkeys 

The  number  of  turkeys  raised  this  year  m 
has  been  cut  16  percent  below  the  1967  total,  jil 

*The  summary  of  ihia  teport  wa.s  released  Seprem- 
ber  H,  1967,  M 
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But  July  1  carryover  stocks  of  185  million 
pounds  were  25  million  above  a  year  earlier. 
In  August,  USDA  purchased  12  million  pounds 
of  the  1967  crop  from  cold  storage  holdings. 
Later,  a  purchase  of  18,9  million  pounds  was 
made,  with  authorization  to  deliver  from  the 
1967  or  1968  crops.  These  purchases  eased 
the  downward  pressure  on  prices  of  the  large 
1967  carryover. 


Live  turkey  prices  edged  up  from  a 
February  low  of  17.5  cents  per  pound  to 
20.2  cents  in  August.  Marketings  are  expected 
to  be  about  a  third  below  those  of  a  year 
earlier  in  the  third  quarter,  and  about  5 
to  10  percent  lower  in  the  fourth  quarter. 
The  cut  in  supplies  should  result  in  prices 
significantly  above  last  year*  s  depressed  levels 
when  they  averaged  19.4  cents  per  pound 
during  July-December. 


SITUATION  AND  OUTLOOK 


Economic  Factors  Affecting  Poultry  and  Eggs 

Economic  activity  in  the  first  half  of 
1968  was  record  high.  A  high  level  of 
employment,  rising  incomes,  and  increasing 
personal  consumption  expenditures  gave  un- 
usual  strength  to  demand  for  poultry  and  red 
meats. 

For  the  rest  of  this  year  and  early 
next  year  the  increase  in  economic  activity 
is  expected  to  be  somewhat  slower  than  the 
rapid  rise  during  the  first  half  of  this  year. 
Consumer  demand  will  increase,  but  at  a 
slower  rate  than  in  the  first  half.  Supplies 
of  competing  red  meats  are  expected  to  be 
larger. 

Poultry  feed  prices  were  considerably 
lower  than  a  year  earlier.  However,  the  cost 
of  labor  and  most  other  items  used  in  production 
of  poultry  and  eggs  increased  in  the  first  half. 

EGGS 

Production  Lower;  Prices  Improve 

Egg  production  during  the  first  6  months 
of  this  year  was  1  percent  above  the  high 
level  of  first  half  1967.  But  it  has  been  below 
year-earlier  levels  each  month  since  May. 
First  half  output  was  the  largest  during  the 
period  since  1944.  However,  the  number  of 
layers  on  farms  began  to  run  slightly  below 
year-earlier  levels  in  May  and  has  continued 
lower  since  then.  The  rate  of  lay  has  been 
below  year-earlier  levels  since  February, 
The  number  of  eggs  produced  per  layer 
during  the  first  half  of  the  year  was  111,9 
compared  with  112,2  a  year  earlier. 

Production  is  expected  to  continue  below 
year-earlier  levels  through  the  rest  of  this 
year.    By   the   end  of  the  year,  production 


may  run  as  much  as  4  percent  under  the 
fourth  quarter  of  last  year. 


Prices  to  producers  for  eggs  were 
severely  depressed  through  most  of  the  first: 
half  of  this  year,  averaging  29,6  cents  per 
dozen,  2  cents  below  a  year  earlier.  However 
as  the  production  dropped  below  a  year  earlier 
egg  prices  strengthened.  Average  prices  to 
producers  increased  from  27.0  cents  per 
dozen  in  May  to  34.1  in  August.  This  was 
more  than  twice  the  usual  seasonal  increase, 
as  prices  responded  to  the  changed  supply 
situation,  A  USDA  purchase  program  for 
scrambled  egg  mix  and  canned  fowl  added 
strength  to  egg  prices. 


The  U.S.  farm  price  of  eggs  averaged 
34,1  cents  per  dozen  in  August,  4.2  cents 
above  a  year  earlier.  By  early  September 
wholesale  prices  reached  55,0  cents  per  dozen 
at  Chicago  for  80  percent  Grade  A  Large  eggs. 

Farm  egg  prices  are  expected  to  average 
4  to  8  cents  above  the  last  half  of  1967, 
through  the  rest  of  this  year. 

Egg-Feed  Price  Ratio  Improves 

Layer  feed  prices  were  sharply  lower 
in  the  first  half  of  1968  than  a  year  earlier. 
Egg  prices  were  also  down,  but  not  as  much 
as  feed  prices.  The  result  was  a  slightly 
better,  though  still  unfavorable  egg-feed  price 
ratio.  Egg  price  increases  since  May  have 
resulted  in  a  sharp  improvement  in  the  ratio— 
from  6,8  in  May  to  8,2  in  July.  This  compares 
with  an  average  of  8,1  for  the  1963-67  period. 

Prices  of  started  pullets  averaged  $1,66 
in  the  first  half  of  the  year,  compared  with 
$1,68  for  the  same  period  last  year. 
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EGG  PRODUCTION  AND  FARM  PRICES: 
PERCENT  CHANGE  FROM  PREVIOUS  YEAR 
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Fewer  Replacements  Raised 

In  the  first  6  months  of  1968,  about 
15  percent  fewer  egg-type  pullets  were  started 
for  replacements  than  in  the  first  half  of  1967. 
Despite  the  sharp  cutback  in  the  replacement 
hatch,  the  total  flock  size  will  not  be  reduced 
proportionately.  Offsetting  this  reduced  pro- 
duction of  replacement  chicks  is  the  practice 
of  holding  birds  in  the  laying  flock  for  longer 
periods  and  recycling  layers  by  force  molting 
before  removing  them  from  the  flock. 

With  significantly  improved  egg  prices 
and  continued  relatively  low  feed  costs, 
producers  will  likely  hold  over  a  greater- 
than-usual  percentage  of  older  layers.  The 
rate  of  lay  is  adversely  affected  in  2  ways 
by  this  practice:  First,  the  layers  are  counted 
in  the  basic  flock  even  though  they  are  in  molt. 
Second,  recycled  layers  produce  fewer  eggs 
than  pullets.  Asa  result,  the  upward  trend  in 
rate  of  lay  may  be  temporarily  halted  this 
year. 

Considering  the  current  rate  of  culling, 
the  egg-feed  price  relationship,  and  the 
seasonal  pattern  of  flock  size,  it  is  estimated 
that  the  nations'  flock  size  will  be  around 
4  percent  smaller  at  the  end  of  1968  than 
at  the  end  of  1967, 


More  Replacements  Expected 
In  Summer  and  Fall 

Reflecting  strengthening  egg  and  broiler 
prices,  6  percent  more  egg-type  chicks  were 
hatched  while  7  percent  more  broiler  type 
chicks  were  hatched  for  the  broiler  hatchery 
supply  flock  than  a  year  earlier.  This  trend 
is  expected  to  continue.  Producers  can  be 
expected  to  start  around  12  percent  more  egg- 
type  chicks  for  layer  replacements  this  fall 
than  a  year  earlier. 


Utilization 

Liquid  egg  production  in  the  first  half 
of  1968  was  13  percent  smaller  than  a  year 
earlier.  Although  prices  were  generally  more 
favorable  for  the  production  of  liquid  eggs 
than  a  year  earlier,  the  large  holdings  dis- 
couraged production  this  year.  Production  of 
liquid  eggs  in  the  second  half  will  likely 
continue  well  below  year-earlier  levels. 

Hatcheries  used  3  percent  fewer  eggs 
for  hatching  in  the  first  half  of  1968  than  a 
year  earlier.  Although  the  first  half  hatch 
of  broiler  chicks  was  about  the  same  as  a 
year  earlier,  14  percent  fewer  egg-type  chicks 
were  hatched. 
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Exports 

Exports  of  eggs  and  egg  products  in 
the  first  half  of  1968  were  valued  17%  below 
year-earlier  levels.  Exports  of  hatching  eggs 
were  valued  5  percent  above  year  earlier. 
While  16  percent  fewer  baby  chicks  were 
exported,  their  value  was  up  12  percent, 
The  value  of  whole  fowl  exports  was  down 
12  percent  from  a  year  earlier, 

USDA  Purchase  Programs 

Under  the  USDA  purchase  program,  16.7 
million  pounds  of  scrambled  egg  mix  were 
purchased  through  July  at  a  cost  of  $18 
million.  Specifications  required  that  the 
product  contain  a  minimum  of  51  percent 
egg  solids  produced  from  current  production 
of  table  grade  Large  and  Medium  eggs.  This 
was  the  equivalent  of  21,7  million  dozen  shell 
eggs.  All  deliveries  must  be  made  by  Septem- 
ber 30,  although  most  deliveries  were 
scheduled  for  June  and  July.  Because  of  the 
requirement  that  the  whole  egg  solids  be  from 
table-quality  eggs,  these  purchases  had  an 
immediate  impact  on  supplies  and  prices 
in  June  and  July. 

The  USDA  canned  whole  fowl  purchase 
program  ended  in  August,  Approximately  6 
million  canned  whole  fowl  were  purchased 
at  a  cost  of  4.7  million  dollars.  Purchases 
were  for  delivery  through  February  1969 
and  will  be  used  in  the  domestic  food  help 
program. 

BROILERS 

Production  Down;  Prices  Up 

Broiler  meat  production  in  the  first 
half  of  1968  was  1  percent  below  a  year 
earlier.  Production  was  even  with  year-earlier 
levels  in  the  January-March  period,  but 
dropped  3  percent  below  in  the  April-June 
quarter. 

Strong  demand  for  food,  particularly 
meat,  bolstered  prices  for  broilers  during 
the  first  half  of  1968.  Supplies  of  beef  and 
pork  were  larger.  Despite  larger  supplies, 
prices  were  higher  for  beef. 

The  9-city  ready-to-cook  wholesale  price 
for  broilers  averaged  27.4  cents  per  pound 
in  the  first  half  of  this  year— 1,6  cents  per 
pound  above  the  same  period  last  year.  Prices 


in  July  and  August  averaged  about  2  cents 
per  pound  above  year-earlier  levels. 

Broiler-Feed  Price  Ratio  Rose 

Broiler  feed  cost  in  the  first  6  months 
of  1968  averaged  about  5  percent  less  than 
a  year  earlier.  Broiler  chick  prices  averaged 
about  a  cent  higher,  and  other  production 
costs  increased  over  a  year  earlier.  Lower 
feed  cost  and  higher  live  weight  farm 
equivalent  prices  resulted  in  the  broiler-feed 
price  ratio  rising  from  3.1  in  July  1967 
to  3.5  in  July  1968. 

Broiler  chick  placements  for  marketing 
in  the  third  quarter  appear  to  be  about  2 
percent  above  year-earlier. 

Broiler  chicks  placed  and  eggs  set  thus 
far  point  to  fourth  quarter  marketings  at 
least  2  to  4  percent  over  last  year.  His- 
torically, such  an  improvement  in  the  broiler 
feed  ratio  would  result  in  a  6  to  8  percent 
increase  in  broilers  in  the  fourth  quarter. 
But  producers  have  been  urged  to  avoid 
increases  such  as  those  that  severely  de- 
pressed broiler  prices  in  1967, 

Broiler  prices  will  come  under  pres- 
sure from  the  expected  increase  in  supplies 
of  broilers  and  continued  larger  supplies  of 
beef  and  pork.  Slower  growth  in  disposable 
consumer  income  is  also  in  prospect.  These 
forces  will  likely  more  than  offset  the  price- 
strengthening  effect  of  smaller  supplies  and 
higher  prices  for  turkey. 


Exports 

Exports  of  whole  young  chicken  and 
parts  (which  are  mostly  broilers)  were  up 
6  percent  in  volume  and  10  percent  in  value 
in  the  first  half  of  1968,  compared  with  a 
year  earlier.  Exports  of  young  chicken  de- 
clined 24  percent  from  a  year  earlier,  while 
exports  of  chicken  parts  increases  21  percent. 

From  April  through  August  under  the 
USDA  Export  Payments  Program  payments 
were  made  on  5,0  million  pounds  of  poultry 
for  shipment  to  Switzerland,  at  a  cost  of 
$863  thousand.  The  program  was  started  to 
enable  U.S.  exporters  to  compete  in  Eu- 
ropean markets  where  other  countries  are 
underselling  U.S.  chicken  through  subsidy 
programs. 
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Broiler  Futures  Trading  Opens 

Futures  trading  on  whole,  ready-to-cook 
ice  packed,  USDA  Grade  A  broilers,  was 
opened  in  August  for  the  first  time  by  the 
Chicago  Board  of  Trade,  The  trading  unit 
is  25,000  pounds,  with  individual  bird  weights 
in  the  range  of  2-1/2  to  3-1/2  pounds.  Trading 
contract  months  are  January,  March,  May, 
July,  September  and  November.  Delivery  may 
be  made  from  designated  processing  plants 
in  Alabama,  Arkanasa,  Georgia  or  Mississippi 
with  freight  paid  to  Chicago. 

TURKEYS 

Production  Down  Sharply 

The  number  of  turkeys  raised  this  year 
has  been  cut  16  percent  from  a  year  earlier. 
Turkey  meat  production  for  the  year  is  ex- 
pected to  be  about  16  to  18  percent  below 
output  in  1967. 

Turkey  meat  production  in  the  first 
half  of  the  year  was  about  13  percent  below 
output  a  year  earlier.  The  decline  was  main- 
ly due  to  a  22  percent  cutback  in  second 
quarter  production,  as  first  quarter  produc- 
tion was  well  above  year  earlier  levels, 
A  large  portion  of  the  cutback  for  the  year 
will  be  in  the  third  quarter,  when  marketings 
are  expected  to  be  a  third  less  than  last 
year.  In  the  fourth  quarter,  marketings  may 
be  down  about  5  to  10  percent, 

USDA  Purchases 

In  early  August  the  USDA  initiated  a 
purchase  program  for  frozen  ready-to-cook 
turkey.  First  purchases  of  12  million  pounds 
were  from  the  1967  crop  in  cold  storage, 
at  a  delivered  cost  of  $3,8  million.  Pur- 
chases of  an  additional  18,9  million  pounds 
the  last  2  weeks  in  August  could  be  de- 
livered from  1967  or  1968  crop  turkeys. 
Purchases  continued  in  September  from  the 
1968  crop.  The  program  strengthened  prices. 
The  first  purchases  in  early  August  averaged 
31.6  cents  per  pound  and  prices  at  the  end 
of   August  averaged  32.7  cents  per  pound. 

Prices  Edge  Up 

Live  turkey  prices  have  been  severely 
depressed  this  year,  because  of  record  large 
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cold  storage  holdings  from  last  year*  s  large 
production.  Prices  in  the  first  half  averaged 
18.5  cents  per  pound,  2  cents  below  a  year 
earlier.  Prices  to  producers  averaged  20.2 
cents  per  pound  in  August,  up  2.7  cents 
from  the  February  low,  and  slightly  above 
prices  in  August  1967. 

Cold  storage  holdings  reached  a  low  for 
the  year  on  July  1.  But  at  185  million  pounds 
they  were  still  record  large  for  that  date. 
They  began  rising  seasonally  in  July.  On 
August  1,  they  amounted  to  223  million  pounds, 
about  2  million  pounds  above  a  year  earlier. 


Exports  of  turkey  in  the  tirst  half  of 
1968  were  7  percent  above  a  year  earlier. 
Even  though  a  larger  volume  was  exported, 
lower  prices  resulted  in  the  export  value 
being  virtually  unchanged  from  a  year  earlier. 

The  sharp  cutback  in  supplies  available 
in  the  main  marketing  period,  is  expected 
to  bolster  prices  the  rest  of  1968.  However, 
large  supplies  of  beef,  pork,  and  broilers 
and  a  slower  rise  in  demand  will  tend  to 
limit  price  advances. 


Producers  Weigh  Plans  For  1969 

Turkey  feed  prices  in  the  heavy  feeding 
period  are  expected  to  average  3  to  4  per- 
cent below  last  year.  Poult  prices  averaged 
slightly  lower  this  year. 

With  lower  feed  prices  and  higher  live 
turkey  prices,  the  feed  price  ratio  will  be 
more  favorable  to  producers  this  year.  A 
substantially  improved  cost-price  situation 
this  year  may  encourage  producers  to  increase 
output  next  year.  But  industry  leaders  have 
urged  producers  to  hold  increases  about  in 
line  with  population  growth  in  1969  in  order 
to  avoid  again  depressing  prices  to  1967  levels. 

Some  of  the  background  factors  that 
producers  will  be  considering  are:  A  high 
level  of  output  of  competing  red  meats  and 
broilers.  Economic  activity  is  expected  to 
increase  more  slowly  than  in  the  first  half 
of  1968.  Costs  of  producing  and  marketing 
turkeys  will  increase,  even  though  feed  costs 
may  not  show  much  change  from  this  year's 
level.
